After consideration of Applicants' argument filed on July 1, 2005 (see Pages 7-1 1) and 
further search, it is determined that the prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders obvious 
the claimed subject matter of the instant application as a whole either taken alone or in 
combination, in particular, prior art of record does not teach "depositing a plurality of pre-formed 
discrete elements in contact with the first floating gate," as recited in claim 1, and "wherein the 
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plurality of discrete elements are in contact with the first floating gate," as recited in claim 17 
respectively. 

Claims 3, 4, 8-16, 18-26 and 39 are also allowed as being directly or indirectly dependent 
of the allowed independent base claim. 

Claims 40-42 also allowed because the claims are incorporated the allowable subject 
matter that indicated in Paragraphs 12-14 of prior Office action of April 20, 2005.
